Pather  serio-'os  oufbreaks  of  arrajm'orms  have  already  Deen  reported  from 
Illinois,  southern  Ilichigin,  Indiana,  and  eastern  lo-'.-^a,  v;hile  a  sliglat  ovtoreak 
is  recorded  in  Missoxiri- 

Clitv7onii  rava-:5es  are  generally  severe  from  lle-r  England  and  the  Kiddie 
Atlantic  States  T/estvrard  to  Horth  Dakota,  ITelDraslca;  I.iontana,  and  l^ansas. 

Grasshoppers  are  reported  as  injurious  in  Mississippi,  llehrasla.,  Oklahoma, 
and  Texas,  as  irell  as  in  some  parts  of  Liontana,  Utah,  and  California.   In  the  last 
State  the  damage  is  unus-aally  severe. 

Wire"wonn-.: injury  to  ma.ny  crops  is  reported  from  Llassachusetts  southward 
along  the  Atlantic  Coast  to'lTev;  Jersey  and  also  from  iTorth  Dakota,  South  Dakota, 
IJetraska,  Kansas,  and  Missouri. 

The  Hessian  fly  is  rapidly  increasing  in  central  Ohio  and  parts  of  Indiana, 
and  a  serious  condition  \Tith  re^^rd  to  this  insect  is  reported  from  ITorth  Dakota, 
southeastern  ITe'oraska,  and  eastern  Kansas. 

The  chinch  hug  is  not  as  serious  as  anticiToated  in  Indiana  aiid  Illinois. 
There  is  still  a  serious  infestation,  hor/ever,  in  south'.7est8rn  and  north-central 
Missouri  and  along  the  southern  border  of  ITehraska,  '-estTrard  to  Jxirnas  Co-onty,  thence 
southvrard  over  eastern  Kansas  and  northeastern  Oklahoma. 

The  joint"orn-:  is  reported  as  aoindant  in  central  and  east-central  Tennessee 
and  central  and  southern  Illinois,  Thile  the  -rheat  stravrworm  inj.ary  is  reported  as 
severe  in  parts  of  Kansas. 

The  corn  earrrorm  is  a^^in  epidemic  as  it  was  in  1921.   Reports  of  serious 
damage  to  tomatoes,  heans,  cotton,  and  com  ha.ve  already  "been  received  from,  the 
South  Atlantic  States,  '"westward  to  Te:cas.    In  the  South  Atlantic  States,  including 
Alabama,  the  pest  has  assuaed  the  arm.yrrorm  habit  and  destroyed  a  very  considerable 
ariOULit  of  vetch. 

Sprouting  com  is  being  rather  severely  dams.ged  by  the  larva  of  the  pale- 
striped  flea-beetla,  3,nd  many  reports  of  injiory  by  the  seed-corn  maggot  are  being 
received  from  ITew  York,  v/estvrard  to  lo^a  and  Nebraslo.. 

«     The  rosy  apple  aphid  is  more  abu:idant  than  usual  in  the  Hew  England  States, 
south  to  Fev;  York  and  'j/estward  to  Missouri. 

The  tent  caterpillar  is  appearing  in  serious  n-onbers  in  the  Ne'rr  Engla?id 
and  the  Middle  Atlantic  States,  southrard  to  Maryland. 

The  rose  chafer  is  reported  as  very  n■UI:^ero^^s  in  Fe:?  England  and  a  serious 
outbreak  is  occurring  in  southrestern  Indiana  and  the  greater  part  of  Tennessed. 
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Brood  XXIII  of  the  periodical  cicada  is  appearing  over  most  of  itc  chart* 


The  "boll  '.veevil  is  reported  .?,s  tecoraing  increar.in,?ly  prevalent  in  Georgia, 
It  is  also  reported  from  South  Carolina,  Oklahor^ia,  Telas ,-?^'riS:  llississippi. 

The  tomato  s-ock-fly  is  extending  its  range  northeastwardly  in  Te::2,s. 

An  interesting  application  of  the  ajLhidozer  to  survey  rork  is  given  under 
the  items  on  the  pea  aphid.

The  cottony  maple  scale  is  reported  to  he  spreading  rapidly  in  the  G-reater 
Vancouver  District,  B.  C. ,  affecting  a  variety  of  shade  and  fruit  trees  including 
maple,  chestnut,  pear,  apple,  pl-um,  and  cherr;/. 

Tent  caterpillars,  of  --vhich  the  forest  tent  caterpillar,  Malabo sor.ia  disstrir 
Ebn.  ,    is  the  most  injurious,  are  causing  great  damage  in  British  Col'jmlDia  from  Arm- 
strong north  to  Salmon  Arm  '-jhere  nee.rly  all  strawherry  patches,  as  r;ell  as  raspherrj:' 
have  heen  devoured,  and  many  fruit  trees  defoliated.   The  forest  tent  ca.terpillars 
have  completely  devotijred  the  v-ild  hush  and  are  migrating  into  all  cultivated  cro^os. 

Bruce 's  meas-ojring  yiot-w,    Bachela  hruceata  Hulst,  \7as  infesting  rrild  hushes 
and  apple  trees  around  Armstrong,  3.  G.  ,  in  imriiense  numhers  in  early  Ilay.   Some 
T/ere  full  grorni  hy  I.iay  15. 

A  very  serious  grasshopper  outhreak  is  developing  ever  the  rhole  of  the 
dry  interior  of  British  Coltamoia.   Melanoplus  spp.  are  mainly  responsihle  in  the. 
Okanagan  Valley  ^here  great  loss  is  heing  ezperienced  in  the  vegetalDle  and  tomato 
fields,  TThile  Cannula,  -jellucida  Scud.,  is  6.oing  great  damage  in  the  Hi  cola- Kami  oops 
area. 

The  northern  sedge  caterpillar,  Ctenucha  virginica  Cliarp.  ,  has  appeared 
in  outhreak  form  in  hogs  and  svramps  in  the  locality  of  Treeshank,  IlanitoDa,    The 
larvae,  ^ihich  are  present  in  ccjntless  nunbers,  usiially  feed  on  various  sedges,  hut 
T/ill  readily  turn  to  grasses,  especially  hrome  grass. 

Garden  springtails  have  been  causing  ^"ouhle  at  Dartm.outh,  IT.S.  ,  xrhere 
they  vere  present  in  considerable  nrsmbers  dui'ing  the  latter  part  of  l!iay,  attacking 
young  spinach  seedlings. 

The  sstin  moth  has  been  very  materially  reduced  in  nnmbers  in  the  Vancouvc- 
district,  B.C.,  doubtless  ovdng  to  v^inter  killing.   Im   oxaiiii nation  of  several  stands 
of  poplar  revealed  the  larvae  to  be  almost  entirely  absent  from  Lombardy  poplar,  and 
only  in  sufficient  numbers  in  \7hite  poplar  to  cause  about  25  per  cent  defoliation. 

An  extensive  and  destructive  outbreak  of  the  eastern  spruce  bark-beetle, 
is  reported  at  Frater,  Ont.

R.  TTalton  (June  17):   On  iny  vray  had:  from 
Ohio  I  stopped  off  at  Khightstoim,  Ind. ,  to  loch  over  the  chinch- 
htt^-reaistant  corn  experiment  and  '7hile  e::ainining  the  r^hea.t  fields 
for  chinch  "bugs  I  noticed  a  very  moderate  infestation  of  army.'.'orins. 
Since  my  return  I  have  found  this  pest  present  in  various  kinds  of 
crops.   In  some  cases  considerable  damage  is  "bein;3  done  to  ^rden 
crops,  particularly  lettuce.   The  2::redominant  species  is  C,  uninunct?., 
although  there  are  quite  a  number  of  the  vaxie^ted  cutv^orms,  Lvcoi^hot:^ 
raargaritosa  Ifevr.   The  co'ixatjr  agents  of  this  section  are  fairly  famil- 
iar '-'ith  the  control  of  these  arraj'^-^or-ns  and,  consequently,  I  do  not 
anticipate  any  serious  deveopments.   I  believe  already  in  one  or  tro 
cases  control  measui-es  h^ve  been  started.   The  vrorms  vary  in  size 
from  very  small  to  mature.   This  particular  season  being  rather 
favorable  for  cut'-rorms  in  general,  it  is  not  s-orprising  that  -^e  have 
these  local  outbreaks. 

J.  J.  Davis  (J-une  21 ):   Moths  -7ere  common  at  Lafayette  during  llay. 
The  first  report  of  injury  came  from  G-ibson  Co-a::.ty,  in  the  south-vTest 
corner  of  the  Stiite,  June  4.   This  -as  follo^Ted  by  reports  from, 
other  CQunties  to  the  north.   The  past  neek  (June  16-20)  they  have 
oeen   comjnon  in  Tippecanoe,  Benton,  "Tliite,  Carroll,  Rush,  Liontgomery, 
and  Porter  Coxmties.   The  injury  h^s  ''oeav.   conspicuous  in  cornfields 
vrhich  irere  in  timothy  last  year,  plo"wed  for  corn  this  spring,  and 
because  of  the  urjfavorable  ^^eather  for  cultivating,  the  timoth^^  and 
T^/eeds  grev:  up  abundantly  in  the  retter  parts  of  the  field.  _  This 
offered  good  conditions  for  egg  laying  by  the  moth.   The  arm.yvTorms 
are,  therefore,  scattered  more  or  less  generally  through  such  corn- 
fields and  they  are  of  all  sizes.   There  is  also  an  abuiidance  of 
armyrorms  in  timothy  and  other  grassy  fields  and  v^e  anticipate  more 
trouble  if  they  migrate  from  such  fields  to  corn  and  small  grain,  as 
they  no  doubt  t.111  do  in  some  cases. 

Illinois      Henry  Schunerelpf enning  (Jmo  12):   T]-ere  is  an  infestation  of  army- 
worms  in  my  meadow  land  at  I.anito. 

C.  C.  Compton  (June  14):   Army.vorms  are  causing  severe  dama.ge  to 
grass  and  corn  in  central  laSalle  County. 

TT.  ?.  Plint  (June  18):   There  a.re  general  scattered  outbreaks  of 
armyrrorms  from,  southeri  to  north-central  Illinois.   Worms  are  appear- 
ing m^ainly  in  timothy,  oats,  and  wheat.   I.loths  are  still  abundant. 
Parasites  from  e::tajninations  to  date  are  very  sca.rce.

Ohio  H.  A,  Gossard  (June  20):   Cutworms  have  been  very  abundant,  but 

since  the  weeds  and  succ^alent  plants  of  all  kinds  hare  been  like- 
wise abundant  they  have  had  plenty  of  forage  and  h-a.ve  borhered

J.JJ.JDavis  (J^ano  21):   ::he  Holland-St.  Louis  Sugar  Company  reports 
extensive  injury  to  sugar  beets  on  June  14  at  Auburn,  Ind. ,  and  Eock- 
ford,  Ohio,  and  other  parts  of  northern  Indiana.   Observations  in- 
dicate injury  in  fields  which  were  in  red  clover  and  timothy  sod 
last  year.   "^lere  fields  were  in  alfalfa  and  sweet  clover  no  losses 
have  been  observed.

R.  H.  ir'ettit  (j-oiie  19):   An  exo.r.ii nation  in  ths  fields  over  a  small 
pa.rt  of  the  State  has  not  revealed  anj   qor^ntity  of  the  Hessian  fly 
thus  far. 

J.  J.  Davis  (June  21):   Reports  indicate  th£.>.t  tl-^s  Hessian  fly  is 
increasing  in  some  localities,  apparently  localities  vrhere  some 
;7heat  -^as  sov/n  early  last  fall.   Have  "baen  tmahle  to  make  a  sui'vey 
to  determine  the  exact  situation. 

".  P.  Flint  (Jtrne  18):   Tlie  spring  hrcod  of  the  Hessian  fly  has 
appeared  in  moderate  numbers  with  occasional  fields  sho-.7ing  20  to 
30  per  cent  infestation. 

C.  IT.  Ainslie  (ifey  29):   The  abnormally  cold  spring  h-as  delayed  the 
emergence  of  the  adults  and  noTT,  \7hen  the  vheat  is  growing  nicely, 
the  flies  are  placing  third  eggs.   No  fields  appear  to  l-ave  escaped 
and  in  many  fields  nearly  every  plant  carries  from  1  to  10  eggs  or 
even  more.   The  situation  is  certainly  serious. 

M.  H.  Swei3i-  (May  15- June  15):   By  the  last  vreek  in  Jfey  the  spring 
orood  ha.d  mostly  developed  to  the  mature  maggot  or  pupariim  condi- 
tion.  In  the  latter  stage  thsy  largely  remained  during  the  first 
half  of  June,  comparatively  feu  having  emerged  as  adults  to  form  a 
second  spring  hrood.   Nevertheless,  the  fly,  in  connection  T:ith  the 
•unfavorahle  Tr^ather  conditions,  has  ■'forked  very  great  in.iury  to  the 
T/7inter  vheat  crop  of  southeastern  Nehraska,  diiring  the  present  spring, 
and  especially  in  those  counties  uhere  late  sc-ving  of  the  \7heat  was 
not  generally  practiced  last  fall.   Tl-.ere  are  large  numoers  of  small 
dead  stems,  and  the  stools  usually  shovr  rreak   vitality  uhere  the  fly 
is  present,  r/hich  is  in  about  20  per  cent  of  the  acreage.   The  cen- 
ter of  more  serious  injury  easvvardly  seems  to  he  in  Dodge,  Saiinders, 
Butler,  Polk,  Platte,  I^milton,  Fillmore,  Saline, and  Jefferson  Coun- 
ties.  No  organized  late  soving  movement  T7as  ccndiicted  in  any  of 
these  counties,  except  in  Saunders  and  Fillraore  Co^onties,  last  fall 
and  in  these  t77o  counties  only  a,  conpa^ratively  small  percentage  of 
ffehe  farmers  av^aited  the  fly-free  date.   The  infestation  in  the  early 
soTTii  fields  of  these  nine  counties  involves  from  9  to  22  per  cent  of 
the  well-developed  stems  standing  at  this  time,  with  sn  average  of 
from  1  to  3  puparia  to  the  affected  stem.   The  dead  smaller  early 
spring  grorrth  contains  at  this  time  large  n-umhers  of  puparia  which 
have  not  as  yet  given  forth  their  flies.   This  indicates  the  possi- 
bility of  a  very  heavy  midsuLmier  brood.   The  western  area  of  ir^es- 
tation  previously  mentioned,  extending  from  Harlan  to  Redi^illow 
Cotinty  and  north  into  Frontier,  Gosper,  and  Phelps  Comities  and  south- 
western Dawson  County,  is  in  general  similarly  affected. 

J.  W.  HcColloch  (j-'jine  18):   There  is  a  general  infestation  over  the 
State,  which  is  severe  in  some  sections.   Heavy  infestations  are 
Iriaox-n  to  occ-'or  in  Riley,  Morris,  Clay,  and  Decatur  Counties.   The 
dry  weather  in  early  spring  reduced  the  infestation  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State.   Conditions  the  last  of  Fay  and  in  June  were 
favorable  for  the  fly.    (June  19):    T^ae  Hessian  fly  situation  is 
not  as  alarming  as  we  had  feared  earlier  in  the  year.   There  is  a 
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general  infestation  over  all  the  v/heat  grovjing  section  of  the  State, 
in  some  o.reas  reaching  a  serious  proportion.   The  sit"uation  is  snch 
that,  -unless  active  preventive  nieas-ures  are  taken  during  the  sniiTiner, 
re  can  exoect  a  large  amoxmt  of  damage  to  fall  sov/n  nheat.

CHINCH  BUG  (Blissus  leucor)ter-as  Say) 

J.  J.  Davis  (June  2l):  Because  of  the  e:^cessiv9  rainfall  and  other 
unfavoraole  conditions  xie  anticipate  less  trouhle  this  year  from  the 
chinch  bug,  at  least  from  the  first  generation. 

"T.  P.  riint  (June  18):   T'n.e   rains  and  cold  veather  of  liay  h^ve  "been 
decidedly  unfavoraole  to  the  development  of  this  insect.   Scatter- 
ing fields  are  still  found  throughout  the  area,  infested  last  year 
T7here  enough  hugs  are  present  to  cause  serioiis  losses  to  adjoining 
crops.   It  is  certain  the  damage  from  this  insect  \Till  not  "be  as 
heavy  as  that  of  last  year  in  most  of  the  areas  i:xfested  in  the  State. 

L.  Easeman  (June  2D):   The  chinch  hug  is  reported  as  most  threaten- 
ing in  counties  of  southwestern  and  ^est-central  Llissouri.   Heav^'" 
rains  have  influenced  the  young  brood  but  in  central  Missouri  young 
red  nymphs  ".7ere  apr^earing  June  14.   T7e  e:roect  serious  trouble  to 
start  in  the  next  t-.7o  veeks  if  it  t^Jirns  dry.   TTe  are  receiving  man^ 
inquiries  about  bars&iers  and  the  use  of  calcitmr.  cj'anide  as  a  ^s 
barrier. 

Li.  H.  Srenk  (llay  15- June  15):   The  small  grain  fields  of  Richardson, 
Parrnee,  Jolinson,  Gage,  southern  Lancaster,  Saline,  and  Jefferson 
Counties  have  developed,  d-oi'ing  the  past  siz  i^eeks ,  a  rather  hea^^ 
infestation  -ith  the  chinch  bug  and  at  this  date  many  fields  shoT 
evidences  of  injurs^.   Parrnee  County  probably  shcvs  the  heaviest 
infestation  of  this  block  of  coi;iaties,  at  the  present  time.   The 
infestation  is  general,  ho'vever,  in  the  counties  along  the  southern 
border  of  the  State,  -^est  to  F^jjnas  County,  the  bugs  becom.ing  gra.d- 
ually  more  numerous  from  Jefferson  County  to  ?iirnas  Coun.ty.   It  is 
ex]Dected  that  serious  injury  "Till  take  place  in  the  corn  through 
this  entire  area  after  liarvest,  except  in  those  fields  where  barrier 
protections  are  maintained. 

J.  F.  McColloch  (June  19):   -The  chinch  bug  situation  is  especially 
alarming,  since  the  bugs  are  distributed  generally''  throughout  the 
uheat  fields  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  State.   Tiile  ogg- laying 
and.  hatching  rere  delayed  by  the  cool  -weather  early  in  the  spring, 
there  rras  very  little  mortality  and  the  young  bugs  are  very  abiand- 
ant  in  most  fields.   Fifty  per  cent  of  the  eggs  are  parasitized. 
Fungus  is  killing  old  bugs  but  is  not  affecting  immat-ore  stages, 
■^.eat  is  ripening  veiy  fast  at  the  present  time  and  the  migration 
from  T;heat  fields  lias  begun  in  this  State.   Undoubtedly  there  ^vill 
be  severs  injury  to  corn  in  the  ne::t  v/eek  or  txro. 
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S.   E.    Scholl    (J-une  23):        It  having  toen  iiTrpossible  to  "bnirn  cninch- 
"bn.g  hilDernating  quarters  last  fall,    thns   inspcfc  ca^criGd  ov^r  vory 
succGssf-ally  and  is  noxr  "beflnning  to   do  very  destructive  work  to 
roT7  crops  in  the  northoastern  part   of  the   State.

The  species  has  not  been  positively  identified  as  it  has  not  been 
reared. 
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C.  C.  Compton  (June  10):   Tlie  larvae  of  the  pale-striped  flea-beetle 
has  severely  injtured  sprouting  corn  in  the  field  in  Xjhdall  and 
LaSalle  CoLUities.   Eeplanting  was  necessary  in  fields  totaling  68 
acres,    (June  18):   The  larva  of  this  insect  has  been  found  injur- 
ing corn  in  a  n""jmber  of  fields  in  the  central  and  northern  parts  of 
the  State. 

SEED-COEIT  MAGC-OT  (Hylemyia  cilicr^ora  Bond.  ) 

C."  E.  Crosby  (June  17):   At  Auburn  14  acres  of  corn  were  so  badly 
injured  "oy   Phorbia  fugcioeiDs  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  plow  it 
up  and  replant. 

T.  K.  Parks  (J^one  23):   Damage  to  corn  occ-orred  generally  from  this 
pest,  which  destroyed  germinating  kernels  of  corn  during  Iviay.    Cold, 
wet  weather  greatly  dela^'ed  germination  and  growth  of  the  seedling, 

E.  H.  Pettit  (J-une  19):   Tie  are  svffering  from  an  attack  of  the  bean 
maggot,  both  in  beans  and  in  sprouting  corn.   While  this  attack  is 
not  nearly  so  serious  as  the  one  a  few  years  ago  yet  it  is  fairly 
common.   So  far  as  I  can  determine  at  this  stage  of  the  ^me,  men 
who  seeded  their  land  early,  who  seeded  a.t  a  depth  of  one-half  inch, 
and  who  used  rotted  manure  have  escaped.   Of  course,  in  the  case  of 
alfalfa  worse  roots  keep  the  maggot  so  mv.ch  longer.   Fall  plowing 
is  necessary. 
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J.  J.  Davis  (Ivlay  28):   A  large  num"ber  of  inquiries  relative  to 
inj-ory  to  corn,  together  with  specimens  of  the  seed-corn  rraggot, 
have  "been  received  from  Columbus  and  Veedersburg.   The  cold,  wet 
season  has  no  doubt  been  partly  responsible  for  the  abundance  of 
this  insect.   Old  seed  has  been  partly  responsible  in  some  in- 
stances.  (June  21):   It  was  common  in  planted  corn  seed  the 
past  month,  reports  coming  in  from  Llay  26  to  Jmie  14  and  the  in- 
fested area  ranging  from  Colunbus  on  the  south,  Veedersburg  and 
Powler  on  the  west,  east  and  north  to  Winamac  and  Hochester.  The 
cold,  wet  spring  vzhich  delayed  germination  was  largely  responsible. 
In  some  cases  it  was  noticeable  that  old  com  was  more  severely 
attacked  than  last  year's  corn. 

W.  P.  Flint  (June  18):   Considerable  injiory  bas  been  occasioned  by 
this  insect  throughout  the  cBBtral  and  northern  parts  of  the  State. 

Carl  J.  Drake  (May  28):   The  seed-corn  maggot  has  destroyed  a  field 
of  corn  and  beans  near  llewton,  Jasper  County.   In  the  lima  beans 
as  many  as  76  maggots  V7ere  found  in  a  single  bean.   In  com  the 
nvimber  varies  from  2  or  3  to  a  dozen  maggots  per  kernel.   The  cold 
weather  has  been  unfavorable  for  the  development  of  the  corn  and 
very  favorable  for  the  feeding  of  the  icaggots  in  the  kernels. 

M.  H.  Swerik  (tfey  15- June  15):   D-uring  the  last  week  in  Ifey  reports 
of  injury  to  planted  seed  corn  by  the  seed-corn  maggot  were  received 
from  Cedar,  Dakota,  Saunders,  Thayer,  and  other  Co-onties  lying  east 
of  the  98th  meridian.   This  injury  was,  no  doubt,  induced  by  the 
very  cool,  backward  spring,  which  greatly  slowed  up  the  germination 
of  the  planted  corn. 

COHF^ ROOT- APHID  (Aphis  maidi-radicis  Forbes) 

M.  H.  Swenk  (May  15- June  15):   During  the  last  half  of  Ifey  reports 
were  received  indicating  a  considerable  prevalence  of  the  corn  root- 
aphid  in  Franklin  and  Ha.rlan  Couities,  attended  by  a  considerable 
thinning  out  of  the  stand  in  many  cornfields  because  of  this  attack.

R,  H.   Pettit    (June  1^):     Mr*  Harman  just  got  back  from  a 
visit   to  Lake  City  -rhere  he  looked  into  the  cutworm  matter. 
He  finds  that  the  ground  on  77hich  the  asparagus  T7as  planted 
has  li^ht,   sandy  soil.     The  land  had  "been   in  sod  for   several 
years  until   it  was  plowed  in  192I  and  planted  to  oorn  and  in 
1922  it  r/as  plo^jed  and  fertilized  with  kO  loads  of  "barnyard 
manure  to  the  acre,  planted  to  asparagus.    It   is  still   in 
asparagus.      In  1922  the  cutworms  were  very  plentiful,   injuring 
the  crop  and  causing  serious  loss.  The  worms  have  decreased  each 
year  T^ite  m.aterially.     The  damage  is  done  chiefly  "below 
the  surface  of  the  ground  and  shows  up  when  the  stalk  puslies 
through,  then  displays  the  so-called  "cripple."      It   seems  that 
some  of    the  work  is  done  at  the   surface,   or  at  least  that  the 
worms  come  to  the  surface  at  night  and  travel  about,  but  that 
they  do  much  of  their  work  beneath  the  surface.     The  owner 
has  been  able   to  collect  a  quart  of  more  of  the  cutworms  during 
a  night  by  searching  with  a  lantern. 

How  abutit  the' failure  of  the  bran  bait:  After  a  considerable 
inqui^ry  it  develops  that  they  used  arsenate  of  ledd  instead  of 
white  arsenic  in  malcing  their  bait   and,   of  course,    it   is  perfectly 
natural   that   it   should  not  work, 

I  sent  then  a  pound  of  arsenate  of  soda  and  3  ounclBS>' of :^ high- 
grade  banana  oil  with  instructions  for  making  up  20  pounds  of 
bran  to  find  out   if  that  would  work.     Apparently  that  did;   they 
used   it   on  another  crop  v;hich  was  being  attacked  by  cutworms 
and  the   cutworm  work  ceased  Immediately  after  the  application 
of  the  bait.
